Kx tracts from lib Great Speech. 


From Senator Morton's great speech 


delivered at Indianapolis last Friday 
night we make the following extracts : 


Against the clamor we hear on ev- 


ery side against an enormous debt, 
heavy taxes, the oppression of industry, 
and the deranged currency, it is well to 
remember that all those evils are of 
domooratio origin ; that they have been 
created by crimes and blunders for 
which the democritio party should be 
bold responsible. The democratic par- 
ty made the rebellion, and the rebellion 
made the debt, heavy taxes, greenbacks 
and national banks a necessity , and if 
it is true, OB we are constantly told, that 
public and puyate demoralization and 
a long train of evils are tho inevitable 
consequences of a civil war, it >a the 
very insolence of falsehood to hold the 
republican party responsible for these 
evils 


It requires groat audacity for the 


confederate democracy to say to us, 
"You did 'not suppress our rebellion as 
cheaply as you ought to havo done, or 
you did not manage the public debt, 
taxation, and other matters growing out 
of our treason, as well as you ought to 
have done, therefore we propose to take 
the settlement of the consequences of 
our crime into our own hands." 
• 


It is ' possible 
that 
the rebel- 


lion oould have been put down less coat. 
Tho rebels say it could, and that we 
ought to have whipped them at one 
half tho expense ; and they are pro- 
ftmndly indignant at our want of econ- 
omy and skill in performing the oper- 
ation. 


IIAItt OF THE 
DOG. 


It is an old saying that the hair of 


tho dog is good for the bite, and we aro 
now asked to turn off the loyal physi- 
cians and call in the rebel doctors to 
proscribe for the wounds inflicted by 
the rebellion ; and to believe that trea- 
son, slavery, repudiation, violence and 
ignorance arc tho very host schools for 
reform. 


WHAT IS CALLED HETMNCHMEST. 
, They hare retrenched expenses by 
refusing to appropriate the money nec- 
essary to oarry on the government ef- 
ficiently. 
The public buildinga com- 


menced, and necessary to the public 
service, are left without sufficient ap- 
propriation to finish them. This means 
to abandon them and lose what has 
bean expended, or to largely increase 
tho tippropriation next year whan the 
election is over. 
The 'government pro- 


perty at the different navy yards and 
naval stations is estimated to be worth 
950,000,000, and from its nature re- 
quires annual expenditures for repairs 
and to keep it in serviceable condition 
The amount necessary for this purpose 
was estimated by the navy department 
a $1,000,000, but tho house refused to 
a jpropriate anything, and the senate, 
a ler long conference, obtained an al- 
lowance of only $100,000. This re- 
trenchment results in absolute loss. 
It 


is the duty of congress to make appro- 
priations from year to year to pay the 
judgments rendered by the court of 
claims. The amount required thia year 
is 82,000,000 and the house refused to 
appropriate a dollar. This ia retrench- 
ment by repudiation In private life a 
man having means and refusing to pay 
his debts is not regarded as economioa 
hut rascally. In almost every instance 
where appropriations are reduced it is 
at the expense of salaries already low 
enough, fixed by democratic congresses 
before tho war, or to the injury to the 
public service, greatly crippling it, anc 
if not remedied by deficiency bills nen 
winter, 
ii. 


In reviewing the action «f the house 


in regard to ''appropriations, and whal 
they call retrenchment, no man can re 
)lst the impression that it has been ta- 
ken in total disregard of the public 
terost. Nothing has been done because 
it ought to be done, or the public in 
terest demanded it, but as far as we can 
seo in every case for political capital or 
profit. 


' To create the impression ot retrench- 
ment and economy it repudiated public 
debts, stinted and crippled the army 
tnd navy, left unfinished public works. 
left navy yards to get out of repair and 
become useless, withheld from the court 
the means necessary to enforce the law, 
and reduced salaries to starving rates. 
Looking at the house from its legisla- 
tion we should say that he is aa un- 
friendly to the government as we know 
the body of its members to have been a 
few years ago. 


The very word "reform" becomes
